HOW DISRAELI DIED. 
3 oe ere ai 
Dr. Kidd, who attended Lord Meaconsfield 
-during his last years, has contributed to the 
Nineteenth Century some reminiscences of the 
Tory statesman, which will be read with interest, 
Amongst ther things he says :— ; : 
“The greatest difficulty was to get the patient 
to take exercies, ‘My prandfather,’ he said so 
to me, ‘lived to ninety years; he took much 
open-air exercise, My futher hved to eighty, 
yet he never took any.’ Lord Beaconsfield tried 
to steer a middle course, bul the utrnost he could 
be persunded to, take was' n short walk two or 
three times g week, if Lou! Rowton'or some 
other pleasant friend ¢ Med to accomp iny him : 
otherwise he easily fund an excuie for not 
ing out. His slow pace in walking prevented 
Fim from getting ‘much benefit from it. ih: 
Constantinople, in 1830, hv was greatly gratified 
by a certain Mehemet Pasha telling him that he 
could not be, an Englishman -but rather one of 
an Eastern race; because he walked so slowly— 
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he had‘given up, although in his carly days 
passionately devoted to it. For many years his 
life hnd*been a acdentary one ; presuming on his 
tiardy constitution and the fact of his father’s 

reat age without open-air exercise, he considered 
ita matter optional in his case. He had the 
excuse of urgent occupation in his political and’ 
literary life. to hinder it. “Yet. nature has a, 
‘Nemesis’: power of revenging herself on the 
man of sedentary life. Im the end the. liver 
suffers, In one of his letters to his sister he 
says: ‘I have recovered from the horrors of a 
torpid liver, which has overwhelmed me the last 
few days.’ 


“The character of Lord Beaconsfield was most : 


‘singular. To those without his manner was that 
of reserve and coldness, with a.proud expression 
of power and lofty aim. But to the charmed 
inner circle of his friends there was a bright, 

eninl glow of kindness shown which made all 
fel atense. At first a manner apparently cold 
and distant, but directly you stuck the chord of 
sympathy, most cordial and sesponsive. In the 
company’ of ladies his face became most 
animated, All the activity of his mind’ became 
freshened into new life; and he spsred neither 
time not trouble to interest them. An old Indy, 
Mrs. De Burgh, hearing of his asthma, sent him 
a pot of Stockholm tar, with a note advising him 


‘to expose it in his bed-room at night. It proved 


helpful. An ordinary Prime Minister in full 
work might have written an autogriph note of 
thanks. Lord Beaconsfield f.urd time to v.sit 


her in Eccleston square to thank her for her kind 


present, much to her delight. =: ' 

“After the London season his ‘life at Hugh- 
enden was very qnici; a walk oe und the ‘German 
Forest’—a lovely clump of ‘veurp trees that 
Lord Lyndhurst named the ‘German Forest!— 
anda lok atthe beautiful shrub ard trees on 
the terrace, most of them with a listory, one 
planted by this friend and one by that. He 
delighted to call the memori¢s «{ old .fiiends 
After his wall, 
to write or to read was his chicfoccupation. He 
wasa great render—of the many journals and 
reviews on his tabl:.the Revue de Deux Mondes' 
was his favorite. Over it he sprnt much time. 

“As the time of the Berlin Conference drew 
near, Lord Rowton, his dearest and best friend, 
urged that I: should accompany him to Berlin. 
Lord Beaconsfield was unwilling, satisficd with 
my promise to be in readiness to start at once, 
for Berlin if telegraphed for,, At Berlin his 
health was suddenly disturbed by a severe 
chill, An. urgent. telegram summoned me 
there, I. found him -suffering from a fresh at- 
tack of congestion of the kidneys ‘and liver, 
but was enabled to afford prompt relief, and | 
he recovered his usual vigor of mid and body 
and got through the work, of the'congress with 
case. mained with him ‘till the Treaty of 
Berlin, was completed, and retu,ned with him as 
far as Calais. Three or four days before the 
treaty was signed I, wae sitting with hit in 
his private room when Prince Bismarck. was 
annoynced. He walked into the room, giving 
his hat to the servant.” Afer being injroduced 
to the Prince, J retired, and found the servants 
outside the door trythg on Prince Bismarck’s 
hat, ‘Why,! ssid ‘one of ‘them, ‘the hat is big 
enough to take two heads into it! The day 


|| after Lord Beaconsfield: said to me., ‘1 can tell 


yeu torday the object of Bismarck’s visit yester-’ 
day, asitis no Jongera sccrel.'’

Asthma {sa most 
peculiar di Tt comes on often in the crows 
ded close st of the town, ‘In the lowslyin, 
Downing Street, near the Thames, he had A 
less asthma than {n Curzon Street, where his 
bedroom was a small, stuffy one with fluffy paper 
and old-fashioned curtains.. From the first, 
asthma followed him in Curgon Street. 

“ During one of our 15 o'clock settlings of the 
bulletin his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
and his Royal Highness the Duk of Edinburgh, 
fresh home’ from the funeral of the murdered 
Czar, came in upon us, asking anxiously as to 
the progress of our illustrious patient... Among’ 
the many distinguished callers Mr. Gladstone 
walked in and irguired most ag M4 after’ his 
old opponent. .
